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REMARKS 

Applicant respectfully requests reconsideration of the present application in view of 
the foregoing amendments and in view of the reasons that follow. Applicant respectfully 
requests that the foregoing amendments be entered, at least because they place the application 
in condition for allowance by cancelling rejected and withdrawn claims, and do not raise any 
new issues requiring further search or consideration. 

Claims 1-3 and 6-19 have been cancelled without prejudice or disclaimer. New 
claims 20 and 21, based on original claim 2, but dependent from allowed claims 4 and 5, 
respectively, have been added. No new matter has been added. Claims 4-5 and 20-21 are 
now pending. 

Allowable subject matter 

Applicant appreciates the indication that claims 4 and 5 are allowed. New claims 20 
and 21 depend, respectively, from claims 4 and 5, and are thus likewise allowable. 

Rejection Under 35 U.S.C. § 103 

Claims 1-3 stands rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Omura 
and Shiraishi. This rejection is moot in light of the cancellation of claims 1-3. 

Applicant reserves the right to prosecute claims 1-3 in a continuation application, if 
desired, whereby cancellation of those claims does not signify agreement with the rejection of 
those claims. 

Applicant believes that the present application is now in condition for allowance. 
Favorable reconsideration of the application as amended is respectfully requested.
